Athens — Delay ed — At home, the problem of 
Cy pru s appears at times somewhat academic. 
We’re preoccu pied with the presidential elections 
and with the sticky Sou theast Asian conflict. 


In this land of the classical ages, the qu estion of 
Cy pru s is v ery real indeed; it is also ex plosiv e be­ 
y ond u su al comprehension. Only international pres­ 
su res, as represented primarily by United Nations 
recognition of the problem and all of its implica­ 
tions, hav e prev ented u p to now something more 
than a mere bru sh-fire war between Greece and 
Tu rkey . 


Bu t the heat is still on. This is the u nmistakable 
impression I hav e gathered after a bu sy rou nd of 
conferences and discu ssions with tcp lev el Greek 
gov ernment officials and people of ou r own U. S.
